FIRST DAY. 

The One Hundred and Seventh Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference, of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South,, 
was held at Richmond, Va., beginning on Wednesday, November 
13, 1889. Bishop A. W. Wilson, presiding. (Bishop J. C. Gran- 
bery being also present.) 

The Conference was opened with Divine service conducted by 
Bishop Wilson (in which Bishop Granbery also participated). 

The Secretary of the last Conference called the roll, and the 
following members appeared and took their seats :* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and P. A. Peterson and 
S. S. Lambeth Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion, the hours of meeting and adjournment daily were 
fixed. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed at the third window from 
the pulpit. 

The Presiding Elder of Richmond District and the preachers 
in charge of the churches in Richmond and Manchester were ap- 
pointed a Committee on Public Worship. 

In accordance with the standing rule of Conference, the fol- 
lowing Boards and Committees were appointed, on nomination 
of the Presiding Elders. (See Conference Officers and Commit- 
tees.) 

On motion of S. S. Lambeth, the following were appointed a 
Committee on the Bible Cause : John E. Edwards, R. N. Sledd, 
W. V. Tudor. 



* The Directory shows who were present during the session. 
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On motion, a committee of three was ordered to nominate a 
C >mmittee on Conference Relations. 

The Chair appointed the following as said Committee of Nom- 
ination : J. P. Garland, L. B. Betty, and J. L. Clarke. 

On motion, a committee of one from each District, to be nomi- 
nated by the Presiding Elders, was appointed to examine the Re- 
cords of District Conferences. 

The following were named as the committee : J. W. Minter, 

C. H. Boggs, John T. Moore, W. T. Green, W. P. Jordan, W. H. 
Riddick, T. 0. Edwards, C. E. Watts, Chas. H. McGhee, W. G. 
Bates. 

On motion, J. E. Deshazo was appointed to collect the moneys 
due for “Minutes” of Conference of 1888. 

Tt was ordered that a committee of five members be appointed 
on “ Memorials to the General Conference of 1890.” 

The Chair announced the following to compose said commit- 
tee: P. A. Peterson, H. C. Cheatham, Richard Ferguson, C. E. 
Watts, R. M. Chandler. 

E. P. Wilson resigned his place on the Conference Board of 
Church Extension ; and, on motion, J. Wiley Bledsoe was ap- 
pointed in his stead. 

A communication from Rev. D. Morton, D. D., Secretary of the 
Board of Church Extension of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, was laid before Conference, read, and, with the accompa- 
nying pamphlets, referred to the Board of Church Extension of 
this Conference. 

A communication from W. C. Dunlap, Commissioner of Edu- 
cation for Paine and Lane Institutes, was laid before Conference, 
read, and referred to the Board of Education. 

Another communication from the same source was, on motion, 
referred to the Committee on Publishing Interests. 

A communication and Financial Exhibit, from the Agent of 
the Publishing House, M. E. Church, South (Rev. J. D. Barbee, 

D. D.) ,were laid before Conference, read, and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Publishing Interests. 

A Committee on Memoirs was appointed, as follows, in accord- 
ance with the rule on that subject: J. E. Edwards (chairman), 
Geo. C. Vanderslice, O. Littleton, J. J. Lafferty, P. A. Peterson, 
and J. R. Sturgis. 

W. W. Smith, President of Randolph-Macon College, informed 
the Conference of arrangements for an excursion of the Confer- 
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ence to the College on to-morrow afternoon ; and, on motion of 
E. V. White, the thanks of the Conference were tendered to Pre- 
sident Smith and the College authorities. 

Minute Question 20, “Are all the preacheirs blameless in their 
lives and official administration?” was called. 

Jas. W. Compton, Thos. H. Early, W. H. Camper, Leo. Rosser, 
Thomas Ii. Boggs, and H. C. Bowles, passed, in examination of 
character, and their applications for the supernumerary relation 
were respectively referred to the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions. 

Alexander M. Hall, J. J. Edwards, B. F. Woodward, Alfred 
Wiles, James A. Riddick, Robert N. Crooks, John B. Laurens, 
John B. Dey, R. A. Armistead, D. P. Wills, J. S. R. Clarke, H. T. 
Bacon, R. B. Beadles, Win. A. Crocker, John McCleland, Wm. 
A. Robinson, Jno. G. Rowe, Jno. M. Saunders, and Jacob Shough, 
passed in examination of character, and their respective applica- 
tions for the superannuated relation were referred to the Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations. 

The following elders also passed in examination of char- 
acter: J. Powell Garland, Adam C. Bledsoe, Paul Whitehead, J. 
Id. Amiss, Oscar Littleton, L. S. Reed, Thos. H. Campbell, Jas. C.

J.P. Garland, Presiding Elder of Richmond District, appointed 
to investigate charges against J. W. Connelly, on the Petersburg 
District, reported that the committee found no ground for a trial ; 
and delivered into the custody of 'the. Conference the record of 
the investigation. 

Bishop Granbery in the chair. 

The examination of character, under Minute Question 20, was 
continued, and the following elders passed :

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SECOND DAY. 

Thursday, November 14th, 1889. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Wilson in 
the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by F. M. Edwards. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

On motion, the further calling of the roll was dispensed with. 

On motion, R. T. Wilson was substituted for Geo. C. Vander- 
slice on the Committee on Education. 

On motion of F. M. Edwards, it was ordered that a committee 
of three be appointed on Temperance. 

R. N. Sledd, from the Board of Missions reported the following 
changes in the membership of the Board, which were confirmed : 
John Lamb, in place of G. Anderson ; W. H. Gregory, W. R. 
Smithey, Ernest Stevens, A. S. Darden, in place of W. T. McMul- 
lan, and Wm. H. Christian. 

Jas. O. Moss asked to be allowed to decline appointment as a 
member of the Committee on Publishing Interests; which was 
granted, and C. F. Comer appointed in his stead. 

W. J. Twille} 7 , and others, offered a paper memorializing the 
General Conference of 1890 on the subject of the limit of appoint- 
ments in a Presiding Elder’s District; which was read, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Memorials. 

On motion, the action of Conference, referring the applica- 
tion of L. Rosser for the supernumerary relation, to the Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations, was reconsidered; and his applica- 
tion for the superannuated relation was referred to said Commit- 
tee. 

Minute Question 1, “Who are admitted on trial?” was taken 
up, and Leroy J. Phaup, a local preacher of Henrico circuit ; 
Richard H. Bennett, a local preacher of Trinity Station, Rich- 
mond ; Esthmus V. Carson, a local preacher of Rappahannock 
circuit; John L. Bray, a local preacher of Madison circuit; Thos- 
N. Potts, a local preacher of Prospect circuit; Munford S. Elliott, 
a, local preacher of Middle Bedford circuit; Jas. H. Pike, a local 
preacher of Patrick Mission; Elijah S. Gunn, a local preacher of 
Farmville Station; Randolph T. Clarke, a local preacher of Not- 
toway circuit; Wm. R. Proctor, a local preacher of West Dinwid- 
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die circuit; Arthur R. Goodchild, a local preacher of Market St. 
Station, were severally recommended by the Quarterly Confer- 
ences of those charges, and having passed an approved examina- 
tion before the committee to examine candidates for admission 
and in examination of character, were severally admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection. 

Minute Question 2, “Who remain on trial?” was taken up;

Hardy, James Cannon, Jr. and C. Rosser James, of the Class of 
the First Year, passed in examination of character, and having 
passed an approved examination on the Course of Study pre- 
scribed by the Bishops, were severally continued on trial. 

Minute Question 4, “Who are admitted into full connection?’' 
and 8, “What traveling preachers are elected Deacons ?” were 
taken up; and John R. Tillery, Benjamin F. Smith, Charles W. 
Turner, Clarke W. Leftwich, Albert A. Jones, W. W. Southall, 
Richard T. Wilson, C. L. Bane, and James O. Babcock, passed in 
examination of character, and having passed an approved exam- 
ination on the Course of Study prescribed by the Bishops for the 
Class of the Second Year, were severally elected to Deacons or- 
ders (except B. F. Smith, Chas. W. Turner, and Jas. O. Babcock, 
who are already Deacons, and A. A. Jones, who is an Elder). 

Minute Question 7, “Who are the Deacons of one year?” was 
taken up; and Geo. H. Wiley, Win. E. Bullard, Ro. M. Maxey, 
Joseph G. Lennon, Geo. H. McFaden, Ro. H. Mullen, John W. 
Nicholson, and Edgar H. Rowe, of the Class of the Third Year, 
passed in examination of character, and having passed an ap- 
proved examination on the Course of Study prescribed by the 
Bishops, were severally continued as of the tourth Tear. 

A communication from Dr. W. G. E. Cunnyngham, Sunday 
School Secretary of the M. E. Church, South, was read to the 
Conference, and referred to the Sunday School and Colportage 

Board. 

Minute Question 10, “What local preachers are elected Dea- 
cons’” was taken up; and .James H. Moss, a local preacher of 
Williamsburg Station; Geo. D. Fribble, a local preacher of Mt. 
Pleasant circuit; Thos. N. Potts, a local preacher of Prospect cir- 
cuit; and W. T. Harry, a local preacher of Prince George circuit, 
were severally recommended by the Quarterly Conferences ot 
those charges as suitable persons to be ordained Deacons, and 
passed in examination of character, and, together with Jas. Can- 
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non, Jr., and C. Rosser James, who were local preachers three 
years successively previous to their admission into this Confer- 
ence on trial, and have been on trial for one year in the traveling 
ministry, were severally elected to Deacon’s orders.

Minute Question 12, “What traveling preachers are elected 
Elders?” was taken up; and Oscar L. Martin, Nicholas H. Rob- 
ertson, Bascom Dey, Wm. G. Boggs, Ernest Stevens, Thomas J. 
Wray, James D. Forkner, and Wilbur F. Davis, of the Class of 
the Fourth Year, passed in examination of character, and having 
(with the exception of W. F. Davis, who is not present;) passed an 
approved examination in the Course of Study, were severally 
(with that exception) elected to Elder’s orders. 

Minute Question 14, “What local preachers are elected elders?” 1 
was taken up; and James W. Howell, a Local Deacon of Monu- 
mental Station, Portsmouth, was recommended by the Quarterly 
Conference of said station, passed in examination of character, 
and was duly elected to Elder’s orders accordingly.

On motion, a special session was ordered for Monday evening 
at 8 o’clock, to hear the report of the Committee on “Memoirs.” 

Papers memorializing the General Conference of 1890, were 
presented by R. N. Sledd, W. E. Edwards, E. V. White, and Paul 
M hitehead, and referred to the Committee on Memorials. 
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Minute Question 4, “Who ere admitted into lull connection, 
was taken up, and John R. Tillery, Benj.

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

A memorial to the General Conference of 1890, signed by J. 
E. Edwards was read, also one by R. Ferguson ; and they were 
referred to the Committee on Memorials. 

F. M. Totten, an Elder of the Methodist Protestant Church 
(North Carolina Conference), applied for admission into this Con- 
ference as a traveling preacher, passed in examination of char- 
acter, and the Conference being “satisfied with his gifts, grace, 
and usefulness, and of his agreement with us in doctrine and disci- 
pline,” he was admitted accordingly, on the condition that he 
shall “’take upon him our ordination vows without the re-impo- 
sition of hands.”

Paragraph 145, by inserting in each after the word 'repentance,’ the words ‘ of 
the crime for which he was expelled,’ and by substituting for the words ‘crime 
for which he was expelled,’ the word ‘ same.’ ” Item 6 was rejected, and in its 
stead the following recommendation was adopted : “To amend Paragraph 78, 

Answer 2, by adding, ‘ No woman shall be licensed to preach or exhort ; nor 
shall any preacher in charge of a church, or holding service therein, permit a 
woman to preach, exhort, or pretendedly ‘ prophesy,’ in any promiscuous as- 
sembly, whether she be a member of our communion or of some other.” 
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The remainder of the report was adopted ; and the same, as 
amended by the action of the Conference, is as follows. (See Re- 
ports.) 

The tellers announced the result of the ballot for Clerical Re- 
serves, as follows: Whole number of votes cast, 111. L. S. Reed 
received 49 votes; W. F. Tillett, 41; W. E. Edwards, 38; W. G. 
Starr, 32; Joseph FI. Amiss, 27; A. C. Bledsoe, 20; J. D. Hank, 
19; S. S. Lambeth, 1(3; G. H. Ray, 12; scattering (remainder). 

L. S. Reed, W. F. Tillett , and W. E. Edwards , were declared duly 
elected.

On motion, the report of the Sunday School and Colportage 
Board was taken up and considered by items. 

During the discussion, the time of the morning session was 
extended until the report should be disposed of. 

The following question of law was propounded by W. H. At- 
will, in connection with this subject, and answered by the Bishop 
as follows : 

Question. Hasthe Conference the legal right to appropriate money raised 
by collections on ‘ Children’s Day ’ to any other objects than Sunday Schools?” 

(Signed), W. H. Atwill. 

Answer. “ The collections made on ‘ Children’s Day ’ are ordered by the 
General Conference ‘ for the aid of needy Sunday Schools,’ and cannot be de- 
voted to any other object.” 

(Signed), A. W. Wilson. 

*In addition to theendowment, Randolph-Macon College has $15,000 in bonds 
and subscriptions for College purposes. Randolph-Macon Academy, at Liberty, 
when completed, will add to the value of our school buildings, $75,000 at a 
moderate estimate. 
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Pending the further discussion of the report, the Conference 
adjourned. 



AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Half-past Three O’Clock P. M. 

Conference met according to adjournment. Bishop Wilson in 
the chair. 

Divine service was conducted by W. V. Tudor.

“ 6. The Executive Committee, in consultation with the General Agent, shall 
be empowered to appoint local agents, colporteurs, or other assistants, necessa- 
ry to carry out the work, and to devise and execute such plans as, in its judg- 
ment, will best conduce to the attainment of the objects in view. 

4 ‘ To renumber the paragraphs so as to make 6 and 7 be 7 and 8.” 

And then the report, as a whole, was adopted. (See Reports.)

Resolved , That the Conference request the Presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. 
A. G. Brown the General Agent of our Colportage Board. 

J. W. C. Davis, from the Committee on Publishing Interests, 
made report, which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

On motion of Paul Whitehead, 

Resolved, That we recommend to the members of our Conference, and to our 
people generally, the valuable work of our brother, Rev. P. A. Peterson. D. D., 
' called “A History of the Revision and of the Discipline of the M. E. Church, 
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South,” as an important aid to the efficient service of our Church in all its 
work.

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Memoirs* 



Rev. JOSEPH LEAR. 

BY REV. JOHN E. EDWARDS, D. D.

Joseph Lear, the subject of this memoir, was born in Fredericks- 
burg, Va., February 18th, 1810, and died in the city of Petersburg, 
Va., April 9th, 1889. He was the son of John Lear and Alice Dog- 
gett Lear. By the example of a pious mother, more than by any 
other human agency, young Joseph Lear was brought to Christ, at 
the age of eighteen. He joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
March 9th, 1828. He soon felt that he was “ inwardly moved by 
the Holy Ghost 7 ’ to preach the gospel ; and after such preparation 
as he was able to make under the circumstances by which he was 
surrounded, he applied for and obtained license as a local preacher, 
bearing date May 4th, 1833. And at the following session of the 
old Virginia Conference, held in the city of Raleigh, N. C., Febru- 
ary, 1834, he was received on trial, and assigned as ‘‘helper 77 to 
Rev. Jos. P. Davidson, on the Columbia Circuit. Here he com- 
menced his itinerant ministry, in which he continued for the space 
of fifty consecutive Conference years, without having in the mean- 
time been laid aside on account of impaired health or sustaining any 
other relation, during the whole period, than that of pastor. In 
the early years of his ministry, he was assigned, in a few instances, 
to some of the smaller stations, but the major part of his long life 
was spent on circuit work, in the country ; and with but compara- 
tively- few exceptions, on large and laborious Circuits, sometimes in 
sight of the mountains, but more frequently in the low-lands. But 
it seemed to be a matter of little concern to him where he was as- 
signed — whether in the up-country or in the tide- water region. He 
went with like cheerfulness to the one as to the other ; and with un- 
tiring assiduity devoted himself to his work with a self- abnegation 
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that is rarely equalled and never excelled. He received his ap- 
pointments from year to year, as coming in the order of an over- 
ruling Providence. His fields of labor were often hard, exacting a 
demand on all his time, and leaving but little leisure for repose or 
study ; and more frequently than otherwise, he was without com- 
fortable parsonage accommodation, and withal was stinted on many 
of his charges, in the amount received for the support of his family. 

It was not till he was thirty-two years of age, that he adventured 
on a married life, having spent eight years in devotion to his- 
studies, and in preparing himself for the better discharge of his du- 
ties as a preacher of the gospel. In 1842, September 21st, he was 
united in marriage with Miss Susan Wilkinson, of New Kent coun- 
ty, Ya. He was fortunate in the selection of his wife. She proved 
to be a help- mate indeed — cheerfully sharing his fortunes, and in 
every way contributing to his efficiency and success in the work of 
the ministry. Two sons and a daughter were born to them and 
reared to the estate of manhood and womanhood under all the dis- 
advantages incident to a changeful itinerant life. Joseph Lear, 
from the beginning of his ministry, was a patient, painstaking and 
laborious student ; with but little assistance from teachers, by the 
dint of application and untiring study, he made himself of no ordi- 
nary grade of scholarship. He read Latin and Greek, and even the 
Hebrew, with wonderful ease and facility. Nor was his knowledge 
confined to the Greek of the New Testament, which he read from 
Mathew to Revelation once every year, but his knowledge of clas- 
sic Greek would have been creditable to a Professor of this match- 
less language in a University. And so of Latin. He read it in any 
book, however rare, almost with the same ease and facility with 
which he read his own vernacular. Nor was he wanting in a high- 
ly respectable knowledge of the Hebrew language as he found it in 
the Old Testament Scriptures. 

The acquisition of languages was an easy task to him, and he took 
to it, so to speak, as a positive recreation. The natural and physical 
sciences had a fascination for him, and yet, such was the modesty 
and timidity of this singularly gifted man, that to a casual observer 
he was little suspected of the erudition to which he might justly lay 
claim. As a writer, he was always clear and forcible, and often rose 
to a style that was beautiful and even elegant. His manuscripts 
cover a wide range of subjects — scientific, philosophical and theolo- 
gical, that to-day are worthy of a permanent form in the literature 
of his church. As a preacher he was instructive. His exegesis of 
the text was lucid and sustained by the best authorities in Biblical 
criticism. The treatment of his subject was systematic and logical, 
and his practical application pertinent, pungent and impressive. 
He never attempted anything in the way of oratory in the pulpit ; 
never fascinated his hearers by an entrancing delivery. Neither in 
voice nor manner was he specially attractive, and yet by a lucid and 
forceful presentation of the truth, combined with fervid earnestness 
and imbued with a divine unction, he rarely failed to move his au- 
dience ; and at times produced a powerful impression on his hear- 
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ers. His ministry was not infrequently attended with marked re- 
sults in the great work of bringing sinners to Christ, and in edifying 
believers. He was a man that in popular estimation, as a general 
thing, was rated far below liis real worth, both in scholarship and 
in his ability as a preacher. He was powerful in argument in his 
exposition and defence of the doctrines of his church, and was an 
overmatch for his antagonist in controversy touching any of the dis- 
tinctive features of his own church, whether they related to doc- 
trine, church polity, or the sacraments of Christianity. Joseph Lear, 
however modest, timid, and unobtrusive, was nevertheless conspicu- 
ous as a Christian. He was a “ living epistle read and known of all 
men.” His daily walk and conversation were beautifully illustra- 
tive of the transforming power of the gospel, which he professed 
and preached to others. He was a man of prayer and “ walked 
with God.” For many years he kept up his habit, early formed, of 
observing a day of fasting, or abstinence, every week. The Scrip- 
tures were regularly read by him, until his familiarity with the Word 
of God enabled him to quote the language with the chapter and 
verse, and this he did with the rare facility of giving the Greek text 
of the New Testament from memory with verbal accuracy. He was 
an experimental Christian of a high type. His faith in God was 
ehild-like. Adverse fortune in life he accepted as coming in the or- 
der of a wise and unerring Providence ; and however painful the 
visitation, he received it without a word of complaint, believing as 
he did that his Father’s hand was in it all. To him personally, 
there could scarcely have been a more calamitous visitation than 
that which befell him in the gradual loss of his sight by cataract. 
If there was any one thing that he enjoyed more than anything else, 
it was his converse with books, and the use of his pen. He taxed 
his fading sight as long as he could spell out a word or trace a line 
w ith his pen ; and yet as the light went out from his eyes, and his 
pen lost its cunning, he quietly relinquished his loved employment 
without a murmur. Shut in from the outside w r orld, the light of 
the glorious Shekinah shone with ever increasing brightness in the 
inner temple of his heart. In his personal bodily affliction, which 
steadily grew from bad to worse, as the weary months drifted aw ay, 
domestic bereavements supervened in the death of his son-in-law, 
followed by the death of his only daughter. All these, superadded 
to his bodily afflictions and privations, with the growing infirmities 
of the approach to four-score years, were quite enough, in the esti- 
mate of human reason, to have extorted the bitter cry, “ “ All these 
things are against me !” But no; he received it all with uncom- 
plaining resignation, and said with the afflicted patriarch of the land 
of Uz, “The Lord gave and the Lord hath taken aw r ay, blessed be 
the name of the Lord.” His last illness, which was of two weeks 
duration, was extremely painful, and yet he bore it with martyr- 
like fortitude. Death was disarmed of its sting, the grave was rob- 
bed of its victory, and joyfully he welcomed the hour that w r as to 
dismiss him from the frail tabernacle of clay and invest him w r ith 
u the house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens.” To him 
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it was the happy exchange from the tent life of his earthly pilgrim- 
age to his abiding home in the Canaan of everlasting rest. During 
the last few days of his life he was apparently unconscious of every- 
thing that was passing around him, and yet when spoken to in rela- 
tion to the state of his mind and his prospects of a better life, his re- 
sponse was always prompt and expressive of abiding confidence in 
God, and the near prospect “ of an abundant entrance” into his 
Father’s “house of many mansions.” His life had illustrated every 
Christian grace and virtue. His death finished the attestation to 
the genuineness of the faith which formed the underlying and sus- 
taining principle of his consistent and well-spent life. He leaves a 
widow, and two sons, one of whom is a member of the Virginia 
Conference.

The death of James McAden sundered the last link that bound 
the Virginia Conference, and perhaps the Methodism of this coun- 
try, to the work and the men of the 18th century ; and at the time 
of his death, he was, perhaps, the oldest preacher of any denomina- 
tion on this Continent. When he came to die, he was about the 
same age of the venerable Lovick Pierce, of Georgia, when he died, 
but he had been a preacher two years longer than the great leader 
of Georgia Methodism when he ended his work on earth. He was 
born in Caswell County, N. C. August 15, 1795 ; and fell asleep in 
Jesus, at the home of his son, John Wesley, in Brunswick county, 
Va., May 30, 1889, in the 91th year of his age, and the 77th year of 
his ministry. His parents were brought up under Presbyterian in- 
fluences, and his grandfather was a useful minister of that church : 
but his mother, as soon as tiie opportunity presented itself, became 
a zealous Methodist. He was converted among the Methodists, and 
cast his lot among them, when he was a school boy in his 15th year. 
His conversion took place at what was then called, “a two days 
meeting,” held in 1810, near where the town of Milton, N. C., now 
stands --more than seventy-nine years ago. At that time the terri- 
tory now embraced in the Virginia Conference had only a member- 
ship of 1,200 white members, while to-day, our roll stretches beyond 
73,000 members. At the early age of 17 he was made a local 
preacher, and John Buxton of the Raleigh District, in North Caro- 
lina, presided over the Quarterly Conference, which gave him au- 
thority to preach. In that year, 1812, John Early was on the 
Greensville Circuit, Jesse Lee was stationed in the city of Rich- 
mond, Va., and Tlios. S. Douglas was on the James River District. 
In the year 1814, at the age of 19, he was received into the travel- 
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ing connection in the Virginia Conference, which at that time in- 
cluded also the greater part of the State of North Carolina. The 
Conference was held in the city of Norfolk — Asbury and McKendree 
both being present, and jointly presiding. Thus young McAden, 
as he entered the door of the Methodist itinerancy, looked upon 
with admiration, and listened to with delight, those consecrated 
men who so well laid the foundations of Methodism in this country 
— one as its zealous pioneer, to spread it every where, the other as 
its grand organizer, to give form and permanency to all its plans 
and agencies. His bark was now launched upon the broad waters 
of Methodism ; but he barely escaped having it turned in a totally 
different current. A Presbyterian minister, intimate in his father’s 
family and much attached to him personally, finding he felt it was 
his duty to preach the gospel, offered to give him a good education, 
and a thorough theological training. His choice, his maturer judg- 
ment always approved, the more he studied Methodist doctrine 
and polity. His first appointment was Franklin Circuit, Va. It 
was a six weeks circuit, with three preachers and thirty appoint- 
ments, extending from the Blue Ridge to Halifax county, and cov- 
ering an area about equal to one of our largest Districts at the pres- 
ent time. Iii 1815, he was sent to Raleigh City Circuit, in North 
Carolina ; in 1816, to Albemarle Sound ; in 1817, to Mecklenburg, 
Va. ; in 1818, he was stationed in Portsmouth, Va., where he found 
only one Methodist church. In 1819, he was in Petersburg, Va., 
with only one church, where we now have six. In 1820, he was in 
Richmond, Va., which had only two Methodist churches, where we 
now have nine. In 1821, he located. His location at the time 
came from the fact of his marriage. Such was the meagre support 
given the Methodist itinerants of that day, that it became necessary 
for them in most instances to ask for a location as soon as they mar- 
ried. In the year 1821, James McAden was united in marriage with 
Ann B. Simmons, and they lived together in holy happy wedlock, 
for the period of 57 years, during which time God gave to them three 
children. In 1826, he was re-admitted into the travelling connec- 
tion, in the same Conference as before. He was then sent to Greens- 
ville in 1826, to Brunswick in 1827, and again to Greensville in 
1828. He again located in 1829, but was re admitted again in 1830. 
He then served Brunswick Circuit in 1830-31. Mecklenburg 1832. 
Danville District 1833-4-5-6. He was honored with a seat in the 
General Conference of 1836. He was sent to the Greensville Circuit 
in 1837 ; to Mecklenburg in 1*38 ; to Brunswick 1839 and to Me- 
herrin in 1840. He served one year, about this time, on one of the 
above named Circuits, as missionary to the colored people. Wheth- 
er it was on the Greensville Circuit in 1*37, or Meherrin in 1840, I 
cannot determine. In this capacity he was most faithful and effi- 
cient, and he always looked upon it as one of the happiest and most 
useful periods of his life. 

He located again in 1841. He was led to this third location by 
what he regarded, at the time, as a combination of circumstances, 
over which he had no control. He was fully persuaded that a ne- 
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cessity was upon him to make a better provision for liis growing 
family. To secure this end, he settled them upon a farm in the 
county of Mecklenburg, Va. He desired, and, perhaps, requested 
to be sent to the Meherrin District, within which his home was lo- 
cated ; but the authorities of the church thought it best, and insist- 
ed that he should go to the Raleigh District, K. C. Knowing he 
could not do this and provide for his household, as he desired, he 
very reluctantly asked for a location, which was granted. 

Afterwards, however, he was led to regard this third location as 
the great mistake of his life. He saw in a painfully clear and strong 
light, that, what he once thought was duty, was only a want of that 
commanding faith in the God of Providence, which commits all 
things into liis hands, and rests satisfied, whatever may be the re- 
sult. And he believed to the day of his death that this location 
was the prolific cause of all his troubles, and especially of the re- 
verses of fortune that finally swept away nearly all his temporal in- ' 
terests. He said to me : u After I located I became wordly in my 
feelings, and it took me a long time to get back again my religious 
enjoyment” ; and with emphasis and with tears, he said : “If 1 
could live my life over again, I would never, under any pressure of 
temporal circumstances, abandon the Methodist itinerancy.” He 
remained in the local ranks from 1841 to 1863, a period of 22 years, 
when he was re admitted for the third time into the Virginia Con- 
ference. This time, however, he was placed on the superannuated 
list, and he continued in that relation until his death. Thus we 
find, that out of a ministerial life of more than 77 years, he spent 
22 years only as a travelling preacher, and 30 years as a local 
preacher, and more than 25 years as a superannuate. 

But it is the testimony of all who knew him, that in the local 
ranks he accomplished a great and a good work. He had his regu- 
lar appointments for each Sunday in the month and rarely ever 
failed to meet them, until he advanced beyond four score years. 
He took great delight in aiding his pastor in all his protracted 
meetings, and there especially he preached with great power and 
effectiveness. He was greatly beloved by the people, both as a man 
and a preacher ; and perhaps preached more funeral sermons, and 
married more persons than all the preachers combined, of all 
churches, in the Circuit in which he lived. He presented with 
great clearness and force the fundamental doctrines of Christianty, 
and through them was instrumental in leading a vast multitude of 
sinners to Christ. He dwelt with emphasis and pathos upon the 
happy experience of the Christian life, and thus led many doubting 
and timid Christians to a higher life and the richer joys of salva- 
tion. It was my privilege to visit him several times within the past 
three years. Though in his 92nd year, I found him bearing the ap- 
pearance of a man of only 70. His head was not whiter than my 
own, and his body was as erect, and his gait as elastic, as that of his 
own son. His appetite was good, and he could eat what, and as 
much as he pleased. He slept as sweetly and almost as long as a 
babe. He took but little interest in what was transpiring around 
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him, but he lived, and delighted to live, in the past. He could re- 
peat much of the sermons he preached more than half a century 
ago, and quote perfectly long lines of poetry committed to memory 
in early life. He lived much in prayer, and his heart was nearly 
always rejoicing in God. His work of preparation for death was 
complete many years before he came to die. As he contemplated 
the glorious change so soon to come over him, tears of joy rolled 
down his aged cheeks, and with a strong voice he shouted the praises 
of redeeming grace, as he was wont to do in the dew of liis youth, 
and in the strength of his manhood. Thus he lived day by day and 
when the last day came, like Jacob of old, u he gathered up his 
feet’ 7 and departed. Thus passed triumphantly away from the sor- 
rows of earth to the joys of Heaven, a saint of God, and a member 
of this Conference, who though personally known to but a few of 
this body, yet (and it is a fact that must strike every one with as- 
tonishment), was upon the walls of Zion with the gospel trumpet to 
his mouth before any of the 223 members that now compose this 
Conference was born — with the exception of two only, and one of 
them was four and the other only two years of age, when he was 
preaching his first sermon. 



Rev JOHN HOCKER PATTESON.

John Hocker Patteson, the son of Eobert and Margaret P. Patte- 
son, was born in Buckingham county, Va., January 16th, 1847, and 
died in North Danville, Va., Jnne 9th, 1889. His parents designed 
him for professional life, and after giving him the benefit of the 
schools of his native county, sent him to Trinity College, North Car- 
olina. Here, however, his studies were soon interrupted by an act 
of the Confederate Congress, which required all males between the 
ages of seventeen and sixty, to enter the military service of the 
Confederate States. He left Trinity in the latter part of September, 
1864, and joined the Thirty-Seventh Battalion of Virginia Cavalry, 
in which he served as a private soldier, until the close of the war 
between the States. 

In consequence of his father’s death, which occurred in 1864, and 
the greatly reduced circumstances of the family, caused by the war, 
he was unable to return to college. He determined, however, to 
qualify himself for the practice of medicine, and with this view com- 
menced to study under a leading physician of Albemarle county, 
Virginia, with whom he remained about two years. In the summer 
of 1868, he was converted at a meeting, held at Centenary church in 
Buckingham county, and shortly thereafter united with the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, South, on Buckingham Circuit. At the 
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time of his conversion, lie was much exercised upon the subject of 
his call to the work of the ministry, but for reasons he then consid- 
ered good, the matter was postponed, and he tried to arrange for 
completing his course in medicine, at some medical college, but be- 
ing unable to provide the money needed for that purpose, the un- 
dertaking was abandoned. 

In January, 1869, while much perplexed by the difficulties of his 
situation, a prominent member of the legal profession, and a per- 
sonal friend, .offered to assist him in preparing for the practice of 
law. This offer he accepted and in November following was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He practiced in the courts of Buckingham and 
the adjoining counties until the fall of 1871, when he removed to 
Lynchburg, where he followed his profession uutil the latter part of 
the year 1873, when his impression of a call to preach revived with 
overwhelming force, and after a severe mental struggle, he decided 
to enter the itinerant ministry of his church. The Quarterly Con- 
ference of Centenary charge in Lynchburg having granted him li- 
cense to preach, and also a recommendation for admission on trial 
into the travelling connection, he was received by the Virginia Con- 
ference at its session in Norfolk, in November, 1873. From that 
Conference he was sent to the Lynchburg city mission. In 1874, he 
was appointed to Ashland ; in 1876, to Cambridge, Md., where he 
remained four years, when he was sent to North Danville, where he 
organized what is now known as the Calvary charge. Soon after 
entering upon his duties there, his health gave way, and continued 
to decline during the entire four years of his pastorate in that place; 
at the expiration of which time, he was so much reduced in strength, 
that he was compelled to superannuate. After retiring from the 
active ministry, he remained in North Danville, among the people 
to whom he had become strongly attached, and by whom he was 
held in the highest affection, and where he had made friends, whose 
love and generosity never failed him in the darkest hours of adver- 
sity. Being anxious to do all he could for the maintenance and 
comfort of his family, he resumed the practice of law, as far as his 
condition would permit. In the meantime he was elected Treasu- 
rer of North Danville, a position he filled with entire satisfaction to 
the public, and held at the time of his death. As a Christian, 
Brother Patteson was decided, conscientious and consecrated, and 
uncompromising in his opposition to all forms of error and evil. In 
all relations and everywhere, both in public and in private, he was 
thoroughly exemplary and consistent. His whole life plainly show- 
ed that, above all things, he was anxious to keep himself unspotted 
from the world, and to maintain a conscience void of offence to- 
wards God and also towards men. By all classes of the community 
he was esteemed and honored for his deep and unaffected piety. He 
was truly humble, and possessed in an eminent degree the ornament 
of a meek and quiet spirit. The Scripture doctrine of holiness or 
sanctification, he firmly believed and cordially embraced ; dwelt 
upon it much in his preaching and urged it upon the people as an 
attainable blessing. His faith in God was frequently subjected to 
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severe tests, but he never gave way under the heaviest strain. In- 
deed it seemed to grow steadier and stronger with each recurring 
trial. When friends at his bed-side would allude to his sufferings 
and express their sympathy, he would say, “It is all right, God 
knows what is best for me, and I know He loves me.” Brother 
Patteson was modest and retiring, and at times somewhat reserved 
in manner, but withal was gentle, warm-hearted, genial and confid- 
ing. In poise of judgment, evenness of temper, self-control and cau- 
tion, he was excelled by few. His conversation was always sober, 
chaste, entertaining and instructive. He loved and honored his 
brethren, and for the members of this Conference cherished a tender 
and sincere affection. 

He was endowed with a mind of superior strength and capacity, 
which had been much improved by diligent and close study. His 
apprehension of the doctrines of the Scriptures was clear, and his 
knowledge of Christian theology in general, extensive and accurate. 
He possessed decided ability as a preacher. His sermons were 
thoroughly studied, carefully prepared, and were delivered with 
ease, and impressiveuess. But for the failure of his health, he would 
have achieved distinction in the pulpit. He delighted in preach- 
ing, and in pastoral labors ; and during his long sickness, when- 
ever a favorable change in his condition occurred, he was buoyant 
with hope of returning to the regular work of the ministry. His 
last illness of five or six weeks’ duration was attended with con- 
stant, and at times intense suffering, which he bore with character- 
istic fortitude and patience. While he had no fear of death, he did 
not wish to die. On the contrary, he desired to live. Nevertheless, 
he was fully resigned to the will of God. A little while before he 
fell asleep, he remarked to a friend : “ It is hard to leave this beau- 
tiful world with such friends as I have, where love’s tireless hands 
are ever ministering to my comfort, and where the endearments of 
home-life are sweeter than ever before, because more needed now. 
But this corruptible must put on incorruption. I am not anxious 
to go, but the way is clear. I will obey the summons.” His pastor 
said to him, “Your trust is in the Saviour. You have peace and 
rest of soul. The prospect is bright t” “ Yes,” he replied, “ I trust 
him absolutely. He is with me. I have perfect peace. All is well.” 
The funeral services, conducted by the Methodist pastors of Dan- 
ville and North Danville, were held in Calvary church, and were 
largely attended by the people of both places. By his direction, 
his remains were interred in the cemetery in North Danville. 

His devoted and faithful wife and four children, two of them very 
young, survive. May the infinitely good and precious God, soothe, 
sustain, and provide for them, and at last bring them all to the 
heavenly home !

The name of James W. Blincoe, in the alphabetical order of our 
register, is near the beginning. It must have been noticed that the 
voice of our Secretary had gone but a little distance down the Con- 
ference roll before it seemed to take on a certain softness and sad- 
ness, 7 till it fell into a tender cadence and pause at James W. Blin- 
coe. We know full well the bluff man of great soul is not here ; 
yet we cannot command our eyes from searching along the front 
seats, (his usual place) for that stalwart form. Blincoe, brotherly, 
manly, benignant, for a third of a century has been a familiar pres- 
ence. The response the other day, by voiceless absence, to the sum- 
mons of the Secretary, made many hearts weep within. His own 
comrades and fellows of the class of 1857 must put a force on their 
tender emotions to keep back tears. 

To whom shall we liken our lost friend ! There c nnes out of the 
sacred story one, a kinsman in character and even in mould of flesh 
and blood to our brother. It is the noble Levite, Joses of Cyprus. 
Blincoe and Barnabas were near to each other in the physical basis 
of a royal manhood. The title the Lycaonians gave to the compan- 
ion of Paul discloses the form and features of Barnabas. They 
called him Jupiter. At once the massive make-up and large be- 
nevolence on the brow of the Greek Zeus come before the eye. Not 
only in corporeal outline but in resolute and reserved dignity, the 
two men were twins. Blincoe feared the face of no man. Barnabas 
confronted the chief apostle, with the great church of Antioch sup- 
porting Paul. Blincoe too was a “Son of Consolation, 7 ’ the soubri- 
quet of the kindly Joses. In his brawny body he carried the heart 
of a woman. It is always so, “The bravest are the tenderest.” 
Barnabas was in sympathy for the fugitive but penitent John Mark, 
the boy evangelist, frightened home by the savage rioters of Pam- 
pliylia. He took Paul by the hand when the church shunned the 
converted assassin of Stephen. He sold his ancestral acres and laid 
the money at the apostles’ feet to help the persecuted disci tiles. 
The widow and orphan commanded Blincoe’s heart and service. 
The poor country boy found help out of Blincoe’s small purse. With 
a house full of children, he divided his scant means with struggling 
youths. He was generous and hospitable beyond his ability. I 
never knew such a large heart. We hear of Barnabas late in life 
working with his own hands. Is there a minister among us that has 
wrought on our church property like Blincoe ? He was the bond ser- 
vant of the Lord. Jesus had a mortgage upon muscle, brain and life. 
He built fifteen churches. How many parsonages he erected and 
how many places of worship he repaired will never be known. He 
was the "Nehemiah of Virginia Methodism. These things were 
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brought to pass under difficulties that would have discouraged the 
stoutest heart. He obliterated in certain counties the track of Atti- 
la’s hoof of war in our sacred vineyard. Much of the money that 
changed ruined church-homes into beautiful synagogues of praise, 
he gathered in small sums beyond his parish. He endured rebuffs 
again and again in this line of duty in raising funds, without out- 
ward sign of the inward crucifixion of his soul. He was not a man 
who took the spurning of the foot like a cur. In silence he receiv- 
ed the repulses of the mean and unworthy — all for the love of the 
Lord. No doubt his corded muscle burned and begged him to 
loosen it upon the sneering miser. His satire was quick and 
piercing. Once in a while when he met a rare creature of unusual 
penuriousness he passed a sharp repartee through this specimen of 
stinginess, like a naturalist’s needle, and left the hard and horny 
conscience to buzz in its own baseness. Have we a man so full of 
resources, mother- wit, and energy to take his place in banishing 
bar-rooms, defying the evil- workers, erecting needed churches, 
organizing victory out of scant means and even out of disaster? 

Hannibal fought and fed his army far from home and on Roman 
soil for seventeen years. Carthage did not know the full value of 
her mighty citizen, son of Hamilcar, ’till his warlike form was in 
the dust and Rome poured its legions across the sea to swarm along 
the Punic shore. Then Carthage raised a monument to the dead 
chieftain and set in few words the anguish and honor of her heart, a 
short but sublime epitaph — “This is the tomb of Hannibal. We 
greatly desire him in the day of battle.” We have not yet measur- 
ed the magnitude of our loss in Blincoe. 

The church sent Barnabas to conduct affairs at the trade-centre 
on the Orontes, the great commercial city of Antioch. He gauged 
the need of the occasion, and sought Saul at Tarsus. Barnabas 
knew that the man beyond the mountains of Taurus could wrestle 
best with the polyglot population of that seaport. What absence 
of jealousy ? Blincoe sought the second place with a divine humil- 
ity. Did mortal ever hear him belittle a comrade ? He did not 
seem to know his own powers. When we heard him in his late of- 
fice, expounding in city pulpits, men wondered that such an apos- 
tle, “ a good man full of the Holy Ghost and faith” had been so long 
hidden. He concealed himself. Hardy, strong, clear, convincing 
in sermons, converts by scores were added to his churches. He was 
cheerful, genial and enjoyed the gifts of God with a thankful heart. 

He began life, in Loudoun county, 19th April, 1834. He was 
born again in 1852, and joined the church at once. His education 
was at Randolpli-Macon. He died on the 15th of September, 1889, 
at Randolph-Macon, where he began his ministry. He entered the 
Conference in 1857, and has been in the pastorate until the session of 
1888, and chiefly on Circuits between the Upper Meherrin and the 
James River. 

He married the eldest daughter of the Rev. L. S. Reed of our 
Conference, whom he leaves a widow with nine children. She did 
him good all his days — a helpmeet. At the last Conference, he was 
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appointed by unanimous wish the General Agent of the Colportage 
Board. He had no ambition. The new position was not desired. 
It seemed at first to depress him — an unusual condition. The call 
of duty made him pull himself forward with his best exertions. He 
was set a hard task. Who could organize a corps without recruits 
and without money u \ He must first solicit funds from city to city 
and then experiment with such material as he could find off-hand. 
He forsook his home. He knew no rest. His neighbors in Ashland 
rarely saw him. He attempted in six months the work that de- 
mands six years. He soon showed signs of over taxing himself. 
He fell a prey to an old malady. In agony, he hobbled with a cane 
from depot to depot. He would not remain idle, even for a day. 
Corpulent and crippled and sick, he rode horseback across a moun- 
tainous region while every motion of the animal darted a pain 
through him. When duty seemed to call, he would not pause even 
for medical attention. We know the sequel. He reached home. 
His bruised body took on gangrene. He succumbed. He sunk 
rapidly. The Rev. A. G. Brown on a visit to Ashland, mentioned 
to him liis critical condition. He seemed to have known it already. 
He sent a message to the Conference. His thought was on the com- 
mission they gave him. “Tell the brethren I have done all I 
could.” He paused awhile and repeated, “All I could.” Duty 
was first. 

There ran through his few utterances a certain martial allegiance 
to the Captain. “I have fought the battle too long to surrender 
now.” “If it is God’s will, I shall live ; if it is God’s will, I 
shall die.” 

So waited this soldier of Christ for the signal. It came. He had 
conquered.

William Goodwin Williams, son of Richard and Charlotte J. 
Williams, was born in Nansemond Co., Va., January 5, 1823. 

At 4 years of age he gave indication of a genuine work of grace, 
in his happy rejoicing in God as his Father, but for the want of 
proper cultivation, was allowed to stray away from the church. 

In 1841, he was happily converted to God, at a meeting held at 
Smithfield, by Bro. Robert Michaels ; and at once connected him- 
self with the church of his choice. In 1848, after thorough previous 
training, under private tutors, and in the neighborhood schools, he 
entered Emory and Henry College, the better to prepare for the 
study of law, which he had decided to make the business of his 
life ; but the Lord had need of him in another field, where great 
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usefulness awaited him. We do not know anything of the struggle 
that took place, before he concluded to give up the cherished plans 
of his life, but he was not disobedient to the Heavenly calling. 

God makes no mistakes, and in calling Win. G. Williams to the 
work of the ministry, he found a man to whom he committed a pre- 
cious trust, that was never betrayed. 

While like Saul of Tarsus, he was being prepared for the law, 
God had higher and better work for him in the gospel ministry, and 
like him he conferred not with flesh and blood, but entered at once 
upon the work of declaring the whole counsel of God, and went for- 
ward with such strong faith and abiding confidence that he never 
faltered, nor did he doubt the genuineness of the call. In 1850, he 
was licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of the Jones- 
ville Circuit, Holston Conference, and soon after returning to his 
home, was employed by Rev. W m. B. Rowzie, P. E. of the Peters- 
burg District, as assistant of Rev. Thos. H. Jones on Sinithfield Cir- 
cuit, and November following was received oil trial into the Vir- 
ginia Conference, and stationed in Manchester, Va., where he was 
eminently useful and popular ; 1851, stationed at High Street, Pe- 
tersburg ; 1852, such were the importunities of his former parishion- 
ers that he was returned to Manchester and no man seems to have 
had a stronger hold upon their affections than he — great revivals re- 
sulting from his labors there. This year he was ordained Deacon 
by Bishop Capers, at Fredericksburg, Va. ; 1853, stationed at Har- 
risonburg (now in the Baltimore Conference.) In 1854, he was sent 
to organize a church at Wesley Chapel, Petersburg, Va., and at the 
Conference held at Norfolk was ordained Elder by Bishop Geo. F. 
Pierce; 1855, returned to Wesley Chapel, Petersburg, Va.; 1856, 
sent to Hertford, N. C. ; 1857, sent to Clarke Circuit ; 1858, he located 
to travel West, and the ten years following were spent in Texas ; 
1859, in charge of the Masonic Academy at Hempstead, and in the 
fall joined the East Texas Conference, which was held at Palestine, 
and was sent to Clarke and McKenzie College ; 1860, President of 
Starville Female College, a Conference institution ; 1861, his health 
failed and he again located, travelling and preaching as he was able 
until 1867 when he returned to the home of his youth ; 1868, in 
feeble health, he took work under Presiding Elder, Rev. E. P. 
Wilson, on Clover Hill and Coalfield Circuit; 1869, he was re-ad- 
mitted into the Virginia Conference and sent to Nelson Circuit ; 
1870, he was sent to Second Street, Portsmouth, Va. 

February 21st, 1871, he was married at Bon Air, Nelson county, 
to Mrs. Sallie Ellen Crowder, widow of J. H Crowder, Esq., daugh- 
ter of William Elsom ; 1871-75 he traveled Henrico and Charles 
City Circuit ; 1875 Mathews Circuit, where he remained only one 
year, and in 1876 he was appointed to Hanover Circuit, where 
he remained three years, and 1879 to Chesterfield Circuit where the 
charge was greatly blessed under his ministry. Here he remained 
four years. 1883, he w r as sent to East Dinwiddie Circuit, where he 
remained three years ; 1886, to Prince George Circuit, w here after 
nearly three years of great usefulness and unusual acceptability,

he died at the residence of Rev. Win. T. Harry, about eighteen 
miles from the Parsonage. 

On Saturday, through the rain, he insisted, against the wishes of 
his family, on going to the neighborhood of his Sunday-morning ap- 
pointment. Sunday afternoon he was taken sick and soon after 
being taken, remarked, “ Do not let my family know~ of my illness, 
until after I am dead, for my wife is not well enough to come to me. 
My work is done, but all is well.” All that kind friends and two 
attending physicians could do was done to stay the hand of death, 
but in vain. He was perfectly conscious of his condition, and 
shouted aloud the praises of God, “Hallelujah, glory to God,’’ and 
when urged not to shout, said, “ I cannot help it, my soul is filled 
with heavenly joy and gladness. I will soon be with Jesus.’ 7 

He leaves a wife, who with her five children, deeply feels the loss 
of a kind and affectionate husband and father. 

It has been said that “ Methodists die well.” All do who live well 
— and our brother having finished a life of devotion to God, passed 
away as triumphantly as Elijah. Though there stood near no 
Elisha who saw the chariot, yet attendant friends witnessed his tri- 
umphant departure. Thus passed away, Tuesday at 1 :30 A. M., 
October 29th, 1889, our beloved Brother Wm. G. Williams, in the 
67th year of his age. He had often expressed the desire to die sud- 
denly, and his loving Lord gratified this wish, that he might “cease 
at once to work and live.” 

The funeral services were conducted by the writer on the day fol- 
lowing, in the church at Disputanta, where a large and sorrowing 
congregation gathered to mourn the loss of one who for three years 
had ministered to them in holy things. The text used for this oc- 
casion was, “But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, that the 
excellency of the power may be of God and not of us.” The earthen 
vessel w as broken, but God took care of his treasure. In estimating 
any life, there are two aspects of life that present themselves for our 
consideration, one an inner life, built by faith on the Son of God, 
and that life w 7 ill be the most symmetrical, and useful, that rests 
most firmly on this foundation, and is most securely cemented by 
faith to him, until we lose sight of the mere man in the glory of 
Christ that beautifies and ennobles this life. The other finds its ex- 
pression in acts and words, as brought out in intercourse with our 
fellowmen. St. Paul says, “I live, yet not I, but Christ livetli in 
me, and the life that I now r live, I live by the faith of the Son of 
God.” If Christ be in you, the body is dead because of righteous- 
ness ; our brother manifested that his life was hid with Christ in 
God. 

He was deex>ly spiritual, both in the pulpit and out of it. On 
Prince George Circuit, he seems to have renewed his youth, and 
w r as regarded as one of the best preachers they had ever had. He 
w as x^rayerful. A brother who roomed with him, while assisting 
at a meeting of his charge, says that three times during the night 
he arose and wrestled in x>rayer for God’s blessing on the meeting, 
w T hich was answered the day following by Pentecostal power.

Warm in his personal attachments, he was not alienated from his 
friends by the breath of slander or the misfortunes of life. He w ill 
not again answer to the roll-call of the Virginia Conference. We 
miss his warm greeting here, but we expect to strike hands again 
“in that beautiful world on high.”

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REPORTS. 




EDUCATION. — Xo. 1. 

Your Board of Education, in submitting its Annual Report, desires, first of 
all, to congratulate the Church upon its increased appreciation of the higher 
education to which it has been committed through all its history. On every 
hand we see gratifying proofs of this fact. These proofs are furnished not 
only in the number of our schools and colleges for the education of both sexes, 
but also in the steady increase of their patronage, their better equipment for 
instruction, their higher standard of scholarship, and the increased liberalitj 
of our people in furnishing better buildings and endowment funds. 

In all these directions the Church is but fulfilling the logical demands of 
her history, and placing herself on record as faithful to the trust our fathers 
committed to us. We have fallen heirs to ennobling traditions in the line of 
education which we dare not ignore. We have made a history upon this sub- 
ject which imperatively obliges us to perpetuate it, enlarge it, and illumine it 
by yet more heroic and self-sacrificing deeds. Every instinct of Church 
pride, every suggestion of a widened experience, our growth of population, 
our doctrinal system, the demands of our civilization, the perplexing prob- 
lems daily confronting citizenship, loyalty to the past, to the future, to duty, 
to the truth, and to God, all demand of us, in tones too emphatic and solemn 
to be disregarded, that we foster and develop the highest types of Christian 
education. 

We emphasize the Christian element in education for patent reasons. We 
know full well that mere intellectual culture is neither the synonym of pure 
morals, nor a safe-guard against the dangers that menace Society. It does 
not in itself secure reverence for God, or obedience to his laws. It does not 
in itself place commerce or statesmanship upon their proper basis. It does 
not in itself secure the needed protection for our home altars. It will not in 
itself stem the rising tide of skepticism and communism in our land. What 
we need, then, is to reiterate and emphasize everywhere the growing necessity 
that our sons and daughters shall be liberally educated under the best Chris- 
tian influences. 

This is the attitude we now occupy before the world. This is the plea 
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which pulpit and rostrum must urge. This is the work, this the high task, 
w : hich is committed to us in part as a Church. We rejoice to report as our 
conviction, that those now in charge of our schools, both male and female, 
are alive to these views. The reports coming to your Committee from them 
show this. 

First, we mention Randolph-Macon College. Its President and Faculty are 
so intent upon co-ordinating personal religion with intellectual and physical 
culture, as to give the highest assurance to every parent or guardian, that no 
boy committed to them shall, if they can prevent it, be allowed to leave the 
College with any taint of skepticism or vitiated moral character. Their 
methods and personal efforts are earnestly directed towards the development 
of the highest types of manhood, by seeking to lead the students to Christ. 
The moral and religious, as well as the intellectual atmosphere of the College, 
is elevated and inspiring. 

The President makes the gratifying report to your Board of a prosperity in 
the way of patronage greater than we had reason to expect. The temporal 
disasters of the past year it was feared would largely decrease the number of stu- 
dents this session. And yet, he reports on roll now 173 students. Of these. 35 
are sons of our ministers, and 56 are ministerial students. It is expected that 
the number of students will be still further increased, and probably reach 
from 185 to 190 in all. In addition to this fact, he reports an addition, during 
the past year, to the Endowment Fund of $12,000 ; raised for buildings, $8,000 ; 
special, for Ministerial Fund, $2,000; for the Academy at Liberty, $44,850 ; 
making a total added to the resources or property of the College during the 
year, of $66,950. 

The new Science Hall at the College is nearing completion. The magnifi- 
cent Academy Building, at Liberty, is rapidly approaching completion, and is 
to be finished and ready for students next September. This, in the judgment 
of your Committee, will prove a most valuable part of our College work, and 
add greatly to our prestige as a Church in Virginia, as well as to our finan- 
cial resources. Its location, the style, character and equipment of the build- 
ings, and the work it is to do, will place us ahead of the Church throughout 
the South in this line, and prove, we trust, a valuable incentive to other Con- 
ferences to follow our example. 

In concluding this notice of Randolph-Macon College, we not only re-af- 
firm our most earnest commendation of it to the increased liberality and 
patronage of our people, but wish also to place on record our very high and 
grateful appreciation of the untiring labors, zeal and devotion of its President, 
W. W. Smith, A. M , LL. D., and give him what he has so richly earned, our 
plaudit of “ well done ”

EDUCATION.-No. 2. 

\ our Board concluded its first report with the review of the condition of 
Randolph-Macon College, and beg leave now to report upon the other educa- 
tional interests brought before it for consideration. 

And first, we have been pleased to learn of the establishment, on the Ran- 
dolph-Macon District, in Lancaster Co., Va. , of the ^Carter’s Creek Academy.” 
This Academy is under the control of a Board of Trustees, of which Rev. 
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W. W. Walker is President; has an excellent corps of teachers, a course of 
studies in harmony with that of Randolph-Macon College, and is designed, 
we learn, to be a feeder to the College. It has already four young men among 
its students preparing for our ministry, and who expect soon to enter our Con- 
ference. A new building, at a cost of $4,000, is soon to be erected. We take 
special pleasure in commending this Academy to the patronage of the public, 
as it is the inauguration of a special line of educational work often discussed 
and long desired among us. There are, doubtless, many other sections of our 
Conference where similar Academies could be established, and become valu- 
able aids to our College, and helpful to our Church, and that without detri- 
ment to our cherished hopes concerning our Randolph-Macon Academy at 
Liberty. 

The “ Payne Institute,” for the education of colored ministers and teachers, 
and located at Augusta, Ga., has already had a hearing by our Conference, 
and the sum of $360 has been raised for its benefit, in putting up a new build- 
ing. This practical expression of our sympathy renders it unnecessary for 
your Board to say anything more in reference to the circular referred to us. 

Before concluding our review of the male schools and colleges, we desire to 
call attention to the “ Theological Department” of the Vanderbilt University.- 
Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. D., of our Conference, is the Dean uf its Faculty, and 
to those of our young men preparing for the ministry, and who desire to 
prosecute a full course of theology before entering our Conferences, we desire 
to say, that, in our judgment, they should go to the Vanderbilt in preference 
to any other theological school The propriety of their going there is mani 
fest. The thoroughness of instruction and the fact that our doctrines are 
taught, are sufficient reasons in themselves 

Your Board would next call attention to our female schools. Of these we 
have several, and so located and equipped as to meet the demands of our peo- 
ple The patronage, for the most part, is encouraging, and shows that our 
people appreciate the higher education of their daughters as well as their 
sons. This in itself is a hopeful sign. For, if our daughters are well edu- 
cated under Christian influences, when they become wives and mothers, the 
pledge is secured for the increased culture and betterment of the coming gen- 
eration. As a Church, therefore, we can never cease to feel a liv-. ly interest 
in, or slacken our zeal in fostering, this department of education. The follow- 
ing are among the schools invoking our endorsement and support 

1st. “The Danville College for Young Ladies.” Professor R. H. Sharp, Jr., 
is the Principal, and is ably assisted by eight other instructors. The build- 
ings are new and spacious, the location healthy, the bill of fare furnished the 
boarders excellent, and the standard of scholarship high. Those entitled to 
judge pronounce the instruction given so thorough as to place the College in 
the forefront of our female schoo’s, and to entitle it to the highest confidence 
of those who are seeking the best education of their daughters. Besides 
the?e, the moral and religious tone of the College is such as to make it the 
centre of a widespread influence for good. Its scholars are drawn from a 
number of States outside of Virginia, and are increasing in numbers. It now 
has 124 pupils, 85 to 90 of whom are in the Music Department, and is in a 
more prosperous condition than ever before in its history. We cordially com- 
mend it to the patronage of our people. 

2d. “ The Bowling Green Female Seminary,” located in Caroline Co., Va., 
and so long known to many of our people, we are glad to learn, maintains its 
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popularit}' and continues to prosper. It has a larger number of boarders than 
it had last year. It claims superior excellence in both its Music and Art De- 
partments, and merits, both for its scholarship and home life, the continued 
patronage of our people. Rev. E II. Rowe and Mrs. W. T. Chandler are the 
principals, with a corps of able assistants. 

3d. The Wesleyan Female College, at Murfreesboro, N. C., with Professor 
E. E Parham, President, is finely equipped in buildings and otherwise, en- 
joyed a larger prosperity last year than for several years past, and receives nearly 
all the local patronage of the place. It has a strong competitor in the adja- 
cent Baptist Female Institute, and deserves the fostering care and liberal 
patronage of the Church. It is ably serving the Church and people in that 
section. 

4th. The Suffolk Female Institute, so long presided over by the Misses 
Finney, and which has done such a noble work for years in the cause of 
female education, continues to prosper, and merits, what we cordially bespeak 
for it, a continued and enlarged patronage. 

5th. Lastly, we mention The Bon-Air Institute,” located at Charlotte C. H., 
with Rev. E. A. Gibbs, President. Our data concerning this school is limited, 
but we take pleasure in commending it as one of the factors seeking the ad- 
vance of our educational interests. 

Your Board has had referred to it the report of the Special Committee, ap- 
pointed at our last Conference, to compile the statistics of our colleges and 
schools, and herewith submit the same for the information of the Conference. 

In conclusion, we offer the following resolution : 

Resolved , That our presiding Bishop be requested to appoint the Rev. W. F. 
Tillett, D. D., to the Vanderbilt University as Professor in its Theological De- 
partment, and also Rev. E. H. Rowe to the Bowling Green Female Seminary, 
and the Rev. E. A. Gibbs as the President of the “ Bon-Air Institute.”

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Your Committee would first call attention to the only paper specially re- 
ferred to it— the report made to this Conference by the Agent of our Publish- 
ing House. While the report makes a very gratifying exhibit as to the 
amount of its business and profits, the details furnished are not sufficient to 
enable us to pass an intelligent criticism, or to say on authority other than 
that of the Book Committee, that the House is really in a prosperous condi- 
tion. We are satisfied that the amount of the bonded debt is too small to 
be troublesome. Whether there is a floating debt, and how much, is not 
stated. We are not informed whether the “net gain” is in hand, or out- 
standing ; nor whether, in estimating it, due allowance has been made for wear 
and tear of machinery, and depreciation in value of useless property in plates, 
stock, &c. Past experience warns us to be guarded on these points. The 
Agent intimates that the cost of new machinery and fixtures, and needed re- 
pairs, has been the difference between the “net gain” of $56,000 and the 
amount of $12,500, set apart for the benefit of the Conference claimants. By 
the figures which he gives us, the ‘‘ net gain ” has been over 18 per cent. ; 
enough, it would seem, to allow a reduction of at least 10 per cent, on all of 
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our Sunday-school periodicals and library books, if not on all other publica- 
tions. In our judgment, economical management and small profits, cheap 
literature and large sales should be the constant watchwords of the Book 
Committee, the Agent, and every Sub-Agent in the House. The importance 
of cheap religious literature cannot be over-estimated, when we consider how 
the country is flooded with cheap publications of all other sorts, and largely 
of the vilest. As a church, as followers of Wesley — yes, as individual Chris- 
tians — it is one of our highest duties to see that Christian truth, as we under- 
stand it, is printed so cheaply that it can be published— scattered broadcast 
everywhere. We are glad to hear that the number of new books issued by 
the House is gradually increasing ; we regret, however, that this is evidenced 
in the sales from merchandise department by an increase of only $3,000, and 
this includes sales of new hymn book, we presume, up to July 1st. An in- 
crease in variety of publications is important, but an increase in circulation is 
far more important. We congratulate the House on the complete catalogues of 
general and Sunday School publications w T hich it has recently issued ; and on 
the long line of tracts therein contained. Our Colportage Board, our minis- 
ters, and all our active members, will do well to make a zealous use of these 
tracts and catalogues. We still live in the hope that the new hymn book will 
soon be freely enjoyed by all of our congregations, and that its use will super- 
sede that of all other hymn and note-books for at least ten years to come. 
Our own standard hymns represent fully our doctrines, and to that end we 
should use them. “Let me write the ballads of a nation, and I care not who 
makes its laws ” is as true of a church as of a nation. We regret that the 
Ritual has been omitted, and earnestly desire that it be put in future editions, 
embracing a special edition of the cheapest style, though the price for same 
should need be raised to thirty cents. 

The price of our cheap hymn book evidences the fact that our Discipline can 
be sold at 15 cents, or less ; and in paper backs at about 5 cents. At such prices, 
its circulation ought to be fully as large as that of the hymn-book ; and each 
church should put it in the hands of every member and of every new convert. 
Other churches are ahead of us in this respect ; let it be so no longer. 

As the Sunday School is the principal agency of our church, so our Sunday 
School publications, and more especially Sunday School periodicals, should be 
regarded as the most important work of the House. If our Sunday School 
Visitor could be made a real weekly — embracing fifth Sundays — could be pub- 
lished so cheap that it can be put in every family in our connection, and 
then be so sprinkled with sound Methodist doctrine, denouncing sin in every 
form, including worldliness, it is hard to estimate the power it would be for 
good. Prevention is always better than cure. We are highly pleased with 
all our Sunday School periodicals, and will only express the hope that pro- 
gress in betterment and cheapening may continue. 

The Christian Advocate , which has long been so good, we are glad to hear, 
will soon be much improved in shape and type. We can heartily reciprocate the 
wish of the Book Agent that “all its beautiful daughters” may “touch wings 
with their mother as she weekly makes the circuit of the entire church ; ” 
and suggest, to that end, that she club with her daughters at a rate of $1.00 
to each subscriber. 

That our Quarterly Revieu) , although somewhat improved, should continue 
to languish is a matter of concern to the church. Unquestionably we need a 
thorough exponent of our doctrines and usages, fully abreast of the best 
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thought of the day. Surely our church has enough brains to put into it, and 
enough brainy men for readers. 

The Missionary Reporter deserves and should receive the hearty support of 
the church. Full information on the subject is the best help to all of our 
missionary enterprises. 

We heartily commend the Richmond Christian Advocate as a spicy religious 
paper and a helper to the pastor, and request that Rev. Dr. Lafferty be re-ap- 
pointed as editor.

MEMORIALS — No. 1. 

The Committee on Memorials to the General Conference have duly consid- 
ered the several papers referred to them, and beg leave to report as follows : 

1. W. E. Edwards asks that the form of reception of members be so changed 
as to require candidates for membership, formally and specifically, to promise 
that they will refrain from card playing, wine-drinking, theatre-going, and 
participation in the promiscuous dance. Believing that these and such like 
practices are forbidden by the Discipline, and that persons received into the 
church do promise to refrain from them, your Committee deem it unadvisable 
to recommend the change proposed 

2. The paper presented by E V. White and W. V. Tudor, asks for legisla- 
tion by the General Conference so as to make the church the insurer of its 
own property We deem such legislation inexpedient, and advise that it be 
not recommended to the General Conference. 

3. Amend paragraph 02, answer 8, so as to read after “ provided” that no 
District shall contain more than twenty-five pastoral charges, of which not 
more than thirteen shall be circuits, when the whole number of charges ex- 
ceeds twenty. 

4. The Committee favor the object sought to be accomplished by the paper 
adopted by the Danville District Conference, and one presented by J. E. Ed- 
wards. in regard to the non-administration of the Sacraments in certain por 
tions of our work, and recommend that the General Conference be memo- 
rialized to modify existing regulations so as to provide a remedy for this evil. 

5. To amend paragraph 136 and paragraph 145, by inserting in each, after 
the word “ repentance,” the w^ords “of the crime for which he was expelled,” 
and by substituting for the words “ crime for which he was expelled,” the 
word “same ” 

6. To amend paragraph 78, answer 2, by adding, “ No woman shall be 
licensed to preach or exhort; nor shall any preacher in charge of a church or 
holding service therein, permit a woman to preach, exhort, or pretendedly to 
‘prophesy’ in any promiscuous assembly, whether she be a member of our 
communion or not.” 

7. The Committee considers the plan proposed by Richard Ferguson for the 
support of the ministry as calculated to aggravate rather than to remedy the 
existing evils, and besides, in our judgment, it is entirely impracticable 

8. The Committee respectfully refer back, for the consideration of the Con- 
ference, and without recommendation, the paper presented by L. L. Smith 
and William Grant, on the subject of the transfer of certain portions of our 
Conference territory to the North Carolina Conference. (Subject laid on the 
table.) 

9. The Committee recommend to this Conference to memorialize the General 
Conference to make the following changes, proposed in papers presented 
by R. N. Sledd and Paul Whitehead : 

(1) In paragraph 178, page 237, and paragraph 179, page 247, in the forms 
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for baptism, sti ike out the following clause, viz: “for the forgiveness of our 
sins, did shed out of his most precious side both water and blood,” and, 

(2) Amend paragraph 94. page 115, by adding the following: ‘’The amount 
apportioned for the support of the Presiding Elder shall be added by the 
Stewards of each Charge to the allowance for their own preachers, and its 
collection be provided for in the same way, and distribution pro rata of the 
amount collected be made at the Quarterly Conference.”

BIBEE CAUSE. 

The claims of the Bible Cause are unremitting. Just as long as there is a 
family in heathen or Christian lands without this precious Book, it is the duty 
of all who recognize it as divinely inspired to use all the available agencies at 
command to put it in the hands and homes of the destitute The American 
Bible Society, with its various auxiliaries, has been engaged for many years 
in printing and circulating the Scriptures “ without note or comment.” Mul- 
tiplied millions of Bibles and Testaments, in whole or in part, have been 
scattered, like leaves from the Tree of Life, for the healing of the nations, 
among the diversified languages and dialects of this babbling world. The 
Bible Society of Virginia , for the space of more than three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, has been co-working with the American Bible Society in this philanthro- 
pic and Christian work. The Methodists, as a denomination, have been com- 
mitted to this noble enterprise by resolutions and other forms of voluntarily 
assumed obligation, from the incipiency of this distinctively Christian move- 
ment till the present day. The Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, time and again, has endorsed this grand movement, and 
by resolution committed itself, as a body, to the support of the cause; but, 
of late years, has done but little comparatively, by its contributions in money, 
to facilitate the work. The time has come for more decided action. We must 
do something more than adopt resolutions of approval and recommendation. 
We must present the claims of the cause to our people, and raise money to in- 
crease the efficiency of the various agencies and appliances by which it is pro- 
posed to carry the “bread of life ” to the door of every destitute family. It 
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is true that our pastors are already burdened with a large number of objects 
for which annual collections are to be made, but we must not allow the Bible 
Cause to be wholly neglected. In one way or another, we must present the 
claims of the Virginia Bible Society — a cause which ranks in importance second 
to none of the benevolent objects for which contributions are asked at the 
hands of the religious public. If the American Bible Society , with its 
auxiliary Societies, and other subordinate agencies for the distribution of the 
Word of God, among all classes of our population, were stricken down, it 
would be as if the sun were stricken from the moral heavens. Therefore, be itr 

Resolved by the Virginia Conference , 1. That in good faith we renew our 
pledges of allegiance' to the Bible Cause, as a heaven- sanctioned agency for 
spreading the written Word of God, ‘‘without note or comment,” among the 
destitute families in the bounds of our own Conference, as also among the 
destitute within the sphere of the operations of the Virginia Bible Society. 

Resolved, 2. That we will, by such methods as may promise the best results, 
make an honest endeavor to raise money, in our various charges, for the pur- 
pose of aiding in this good and noble work.

Whereas, The power of said traffic threatens not only danger to the church 
in tempting men to dissipation on the secular days of the week, but seems 
sufficient to bid defiance to Sunday laws, and hence may (if not throttled) in 
the near future entirely obliterate the line between the day of rest and other 
davs of the week ; and, 

Whereas, We believe the sufferings of women and children together with 
the distresses of the reeling victims of this enormous evil, are sufficient to cal 
for a general uprising of the good people of this nation against its tyranny, and 
that a thorough examination of the danger threatening our land should be 
kept constantly before the public mind ; and, 

Whereas, The church of our blessed Saviour in her legitimate mission of 
spreading scriptural holiness must be an educator of public sentiment on all 
questions involving the eternal welfare of souls ; therefore. 

Resolved , 1st. That we declare our opinion that the sale of intoxicating bev- 
erages is a moral wrong ; and that license, high or low, cannot free it from 
crime. 

Resolved , 2d. That we urge all our pastors and laymen to exert themselves 
to keep our membership free from all complicity with a trade so wicked, and 
to insist upon the doctrine of our Book of Discipline which directs action 
against this commerce as against an immorality.

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CONFERENCE ACADEMY. 

Your Committee was appointed under the following resolutions of the Vir- 
ginia Conference at its last annual session : 

Resolved , That we deem it not only desirable but necessary to the largest 
possible success of our educational work, that we should establish at least one 
Academy, and that we invite and request the co-operation of the Baltimore 
Conference in this important enterprise. 

j Resolved, That the Board of Education appoint a committee to select a suit- 
able site and take such other action as they may deem wise for the purpose ; 
provided, that they shall not involve the Conference in any financial obligations. 

In performance of the duty thus imposed upon them, your Committee met 
on the 19th and 20th of December, 1888, and having canvassed other eligible 
locations, selected the vicinity of Liberty, Va., as the site of the proposed in- 
stitution. Such was the enthusiasm of the citizens of that town that in two 
days’ canvass they contributed property estimated at $15,000 in grounds 
water and other privileges, and $10,000 in money toward the enterprise, mak- 
ing success certain. 

Under the full discretion given your Committee as to the manner of estab- 
lishing the Academy, your Committee deemed it wise and important to con- 
nect it directly with Randolph-Macon College, and in such way as would for- 
ever prevent rivalry or competition between the institutions. They therefore 
offered to the Trustees of the college the property and privileges they had se- 
cured, on condition that the said Trustees would erect the necessary buildings 
and establish the Academy. The Board of Trustees in a very full meeting, 
and by a vote of twenty-one to one, accepted the trust and entered upon the 
work, and it has been actively pressed forward under their direction. The 
main building is already nearly all roofed in, finances are in an encouraging 
shape, and there is no reasonable doubt that the Academy will be opened in 
September next completely equipped and manned for work. The Committee 
present herewith for the inspection of the Conference, the prospective of the 
buildings under course of construction. So far as we can learn, this Academy 
will be the most complete in extent and in equipment to be found in the South ; 
and the Committee feel grateful to God. whose good hand has been upon us, 
for the rapid progress of the work and for the spirit of our church which has 
made such progress possible. 

Should you deem it proper to continue your Committee until next Confer- 
ence we hope to be able to report our work to be completed and to invite you 
to visit the Academy in full operation.

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SUNDAY-SCHOOL ANI) COLPORTAGE BOARD. 

The Sunday-school, when properly conducted, is the church at work in 
teaching the Word of God both to young and old, and this work will never 
be fully accomplished until all of the members of the church are fully aroused 
to its importance ; and instead of embracing in its numbers a few members of 
the church and the children, and reporting a smaller number of persons en- 
gaged in it than there are members in the church, it shall embrace all of the 
members of the church who can possibly attend, studying the Bible or teach- 
ing its truths to all in the community, both young and old, who can be in- 
duced to attend, and take part in this important part of church work. 

When the members of the church realize that this work cannot be rele- 
gated to a few of its members, but that it is a duty incumbent upon all, we 
shall have reached a point from which we shall expect grand results from our 
labors; and when the children see that their parents do not simply send , but 
take them to Sunday-school, they will take a deeper interest in the work un- 
dertaken in their behalf. 

We are glad to note that, from year to year, there has been a steady and 
healthy increase in the number of schools, officers and teachers, and scholars. 
The report, as furnished by the Secretary of the Joint Board of Finance, 
shows that there are now — 

815 schools. 8,706 officers and teachers. 56,248 scholars. 

Increase, 48 “ 234 “ “ 1,799 “ 

And the blessed fruits of the power of the gospel appear in the conversion 

of 2,913 persons from this department of the church — an increase of 669. 

This is a very gratifying report; God has put the seal of his divine appro- 
bation upon the faithful laborers in his vineyard.

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Constitution of the Board of Colportage. 

Whereas, the plan adopted at the last session of this Conference, entitled 
“Constitution of the Sunday-school and Colportage Board,” has been found 
defective, the Board recommends the repeal of the Constitution referred to, 
the relegation of the Sunday-school work to a separate Board, as in former # 
years, and the adoption of the following Constitution of the Board of Colportage ' 

1st. There shall be a Board of Colportage of the Virginia Annual Confer- 
ence, M. E. Church South, composed of one clerical member of the Confer- 
ence, and one layman from each Presiding Elder’s District, elected by the 
Conference, on nomination of the Presiding Elder. 

2d. The Board shall elect its own officers, make regulations for its own gov- 
ernment, and have authority to declare and fill vacancies in its body, pro- 
vided they do so by keeping up an equal number of clerical and lay members. 

3d. The object of this Board shall be to circulate the Word of God, to put 
the literature of our church in the hands and homes of our people, to dis-' 
tribute tracts, to obtain subscribers to the Richmond Christian Advocate and 
other periodicals of our church, and generally advance the spiritual welfare 
of the people and homes visited. 

4th. The Board shall annually appoint an Executive Committee, consisting 
of three persons, who shall have charge of the business of this Board during 
the interim of the Annual Conference, and make a report to the Board, at the 
Annual Meeting, of the work done, a copy of which report shall be submitted 
to the Conference for information, and shall be published in the Minutes. 

5th. The General Agent shall be appointed by the Virginia Annual Con- 
ference at its Annual Session, but in case of his death, resignation or removal, 
the Executive Committee shall fill the vacancy. 

6th. The Executive Committee, in consultation with the General Agent, 
shall be empowered to appoint local agents, colporters, or other assistants, 
necessary to carry out the work, and to devise and execute such plans as in 
its judgment will best conduce to the success of the objects in view. 

7th. The Executive Committee shall take charge of the money and books 
now in hand, which may be loaned to a General Agent, as a capital on which 
to carry on the business, taking from him sufficient security for its return on 
the expiration of his Agency. 

8th. No salary shall be paid to the General Agent, and the emoluments of 
colporters and others employed in this work shall be determined by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee.

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These statistics show that we have 41 church buildings, 2,405 members— a 
gain of 201 over last year ; 55 Sunday-Schools, 384 officers and teachers, and 
2,635 scholars. Services are regularly held at 26 places other than the churches. 
Two churches have been built during the year on Patrick Mission Two 
others, one on Milton Mission and the other on Kitty Hawk Mission, are in 
course of erection. As will be seen from the above table, all these Missions, 
except one (from which the Board had no financial report), have done well in 
contributing of their means for the different departments of church work. 
Several of them give promise of becoming independent of the help of the 
Board at an early day. 

A number of new Missions have been established, viz : Washington Street 
and Howard’s Grove, in the Richmond District ; Staunton River Mission, in 
the Lynchburg District ; Sunnyside Mission, in the Danville District ; Port 
Royal Mission, in the Randolph Macon District; and Cape Charles Mission, 
in the Eastern Shore District. Huntersville Mission, a new work in the sub- 
urbs of Norfolk, was established by Granby Street Church ; and the Board 
voted to that church the privilege of appropriating its collections for Domestic 
Missions to the development and care of that work. 

The appropriation of the funds raised for Domestic Missions to what are 
known as “ feeble Circuits and Stations,” engaged the earnest attention of the 
Board. A committee appointed to consider the matter presented the follow- 
ing report, which was unanimously adopted : 

“ The Committee appointed to consider and report to this Board measures 
looking to the more effective administration of the important trust committed 
to it, submit the following preamble and resolutions : 

“Whereas, The Constitution of the Board, adopted by the Conference at its 
session in 1874, provides (Art. VI.) that the Board shall annually estimate the 
amount necessary for the assistance of Missions and feeble Charges within 
the bounds of the Virginia Conference ; and, 

“Whereas, The multiplication of “feeble Charges” by the division of Cir- 
cuits and the erection of weak churches into Stations with correspondingly 
increased demands on the Board for help, seriously interfere with its legitimate 
work of extending its operations into new fields, or adequately supporting 
Missions already organized ; and, 

“Whereas, Many of these ‘feeble Charges’ are as feeble, and some of 
them more feeble than some of our Missions, and give less promise of growth 
into independence ; therefore, 

“Resolved, 1. That, as a measure of relief to the Board, the Bbhop presid- 
ing be and is hereby respectfully requested to consolidate feeble Charges with 
other work wherever in his goodly judgment such consolidation will not seri- 
ously militate against the interests of the church. 

“ Resolved , 2. That the Bishop presiding be and is hereby respectfully re- 
quested not to sanction any divisions of Circuits or the erection of any single 
church into a Station unless each Charge so constituted be self-supporting. 

“ Resolved , 3. That those Pastoral Charges which have been receiving help 
from the Board whose past history and present prospect do not justify us in 
believing that they will soon become self supporting, shall henceforth receive 
appropriations as Missions, and be so returned on our Minutes. 

“ Resolved , 4. To meet such emergencies as may arise in stationing the 
preachers the Board will appropriate, with the advice of the Bishop presid- 
ing an amount not exceeding one-fourth of the whole amount appropriated 
for the assistance of Missions and feeble Charges.’ ” 
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A subsequent, decision of the Bishop put all Charges receiving help from 
the Mission Fund on the list of Missions. Your Board, therefore, makes ap- 
propriations for the incoming year only to Missions. 

The year now closing has been a disastrous one in many sections of our 
Conference. As a consequence, the collections have suffered seriously. The 
Board appropriated at the last session of the Conference $10,325. The collec- 
tions for the year amount to $9,391.11, of which $8,831 11 is available for dis- 
tribution among the claimants on the fund. We deeply regret our inability 
to pay more than 85 per cent, on our appropriations. 

The Board adopted the following resolutions: 

Resolved , 1st. That the Presiding Elders be requested to set apart a day, 
during the sessions of the District Conferences, for the consideration of the 
subject of Missions, and have a special sermon or address on the subject at 
that time. 

Resolved. 2d That all our preachers be urged to preach on the subject of 
Missions in all their congregations during the year. 

Resolved , 3d. That we recommend the circulation of the Missionary Reporter 
and missionary leaflets among our people — the latter of which will be sent to 
all our preachers free of cost, except postage, on application to Dr. I. G. John, 
Secretary, Nashville. 

Resolved , 4th. That we rejoice in the success of woman’s work for woman, 
and recommend the organization of Societies auxiliary to the Virginia Con- 
ference Woman’s Missionary Society, in all our Pastoral Charges. 

Resolved , 5th. That the Rosebud movement among the children, under the 
leadership of “Uncle Larry,” meets our hearty approval, and shall have our 
earnest co-operation. 

The Board estimates for its work, and has apportioned to the Districts for 
collection, the sum of $13,500. Under the blessing of God, it hopes to pay its 
appropriations in full, and accumulate some surplus wherewith to meet the 
demands of the missionaries in the intervals of the Conferences.

A DECISION. 

The following decision of the Joint Board of Finance was reported to Con- 
ference, and approved by that body : 

The Board of Stewards of Murfreesboro Station assessed for their Pastor 
$1,800, and paid $912.08; the assessment on that Charge for the Presiding 
Elder was $62, of which $31 42 was paid. 

In explanation of these remarkable facts and figures, it was affirmed by the 
Presiding Elder and admitted by a representative of the Board of Stewards, 
who personally appeared before the Joint Board of Finance, that the object 
of the Murfreesboro Stewards was to evade the payment of more than about 
half the amount assessed for the Presiding Elder. 

On appeal, the Joint Board of Finance decided that this action of the Mur- 
freesboro Stewards was irregular and subversive of the law of our church, and 
that the settlement, as between the Presiding Elder and Preacher in Charge, 
should be made on the basis of $900 for the Pastor and of $62 for the Presid- 
ing Elder.
